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1  iiiii>t  not  f(i;-).'rt  til  ri  fiiiiul  >i)u  of  tlie  Wiiy  in  wliicli  tliis  fund  will 
help  ii!>  ill  uur  work,  li^  purpoite  is,  as  I  have  said,  to  complete  the  en- 
dowment of  tlie  Medle}'  Memorial  Canonry,  so  that  there  may  be  at  least 
our  ( .iTfTX  iii.ui  wlidtn  tlic  Itlsliop  TTiifrlit  send  Ucrv  ami  there  through  the 
Diocese  to  talie  the  ministration^  of  the  Churcli  into  our  vacant  Mis- 
sions. In  this  way,  much  good  would  undoubtedly  be  done.  For  want 
of  sonii'  siK-ii  work,  the  children  of  our  CInirch  in  vacant  parishes  ;;row 
up  slranfters  to  her  voice,  and  wander  awas'  to  be  shepherded  in  other 
folds.  Much  of  this  might  be  avoided  if  only  occasionally  serrices  wera 
held.  'I'lie  frronnd  v.onld.  at  least,  he  k(]>t  open,  wlicrc  !  niip^t  other- 
wi--e  lie  pcrniancntlv  dosed;  nd  many  a  faithful  nicniher  of  the  Church 
would  have  the  comfort  of  knowinj?  tliat,  at  all  events,  his  needs  were 
being  retnernliered.  It  is  with  the  possibility  of  all  this  before  us  that 
I  put  before  you  this  idea  of  a  Tinited  Thank  Offering  in  connection 
with  next  year's  Conpress. 

I  would  earnestly  call  your  attention  to  the  prayers  which  are  here- 
with printed,  and  authorized  for  use  in  the  Diocese.  No  amount  of 
oriranization  alone  can  ensure  success,  I  hope,  therefore,  that  In  every 
Church  and  home  prayer  will  be  regularly  offered. 

I  have  only  one  more  thing  to  say — will  you  read  carefully  every 
«iM,l  of  this  pamphlet,  and  then  asU  yourself  how  you  can  best  help  to 
carry  out  its  plan?  If  the  work  is  to  be  successful,  it  nnust  be  done  bf 
the  many,  and  not  by  the  few.  We  want  the  help  of  every  member  of 
the  Church.

This  will  be  tlie  fifth  of  the  Lambeth  Conferences, 
and  it  is  expected  that  more  than  200  of  our  Bishops  will  be  in 
attendance.  The  conferences  are  held  at  intervals  of  ten  years, 
and  it  is  certain  that  the  approaching  one  will  be  a  very  im- 
portant gathering. 

The  Conference  at  Lambeth  next  summer  will  be  preceded 
by  a  series  of  meetings,  of  scarcely  less  importance,  known  as 
the  Pan-Anglican  Congress.

In  I'.iiLrland  it  has  l)"en  dcciijcd  tliat  all  Thank 
Olferings  will  he  devoted  to  work  outside  the  British  Isles. 

Our  Thank  Offering— Why  we  should  give  it. 

We  should  give  it  for  very  shame's  sake,  When  all  the  other 
Dioceses  of  the  \nglican  Communion  are  joining  in  the  Offer- 
ing. 

But  tlit-re  Is  another  and  a  k-tler  reason.  Win  n  our  fore- 
fathers came  to  tlie  shores  of  this  Province,  poor  in  purse,  but 
strong  in  faith  and  hope — in  the  days  of  tlicir  poverty,  that 
noble  Kii-lisb  Missionary  Society,  the  S.  1'.  C.  t,  thcra 
flerirviiirii.  ht']j"'d  t.li''iu  to  ],i\\h\  their  Churciies,  and  has  con- 
tinued its  lielp  lu  us  their  cliildreu  for  more  than  a  century  of 
years.  And  when  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books,  and  Parish  and 
Sunday  School  lihrarii\-  wi're  needed,  another  equally  noble 
English  Soi  it  ty.  the  S.  I*.  C.  K..  came  to  our  aid.  That  Society, 
too,  helped  in  the  building  of  many  of  our  L'hurches,  and  also 
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provided  scholarsliips  in  offder  that  our  sons,  who  felt  in  their 
hearts  the  call  of  God,  might  be  enabled  to  pursue  at  college 
their  stiii'ies  for  the  sacred  ininistrv. 

Wlitu.  in  1^^1'>.  it.  was  found  impcralivt'ly  netrssary — if 
the  Churcli  in  Nl-w  Brunswick  was  to  fulfil  her  mission  and 
occupy  the  field  that  lay  about  her— that  a  strong  hand  should 
be  at  the  helm,  and  a  wise  and  earnest  chief  pastor  sliniild  ^niide 
her  couix'.  iMiL'land  iravt-  to  us  one  of  the  best  of  her  sons  in 
Joliu  MfilKy.  our  tirsl  Bi?hop.  the  friend  of  Kcble  and  of  (ihid- 
stone.    And  it  was  England,  too.  with  comparatively  small  as-

sistance  from  Xew  Brunswick  churclimen,  that  provided  the 
stipend  fur  ilic  Bisliopric,  and  endowed  it  for  all  titin'.  nnc  of 
Bi.-ii  .].  M.mUcv".-  tir<t  at  ts  was  to  build  the  chapel  of  St.  Anne's 
at  Fredenctou.  a.  ^'fin  of  ecclesiastical  arciiilecture,  to  serve  as 
an  object  lesson  to  his  clergy  in  the  erection  of  their  parish 
churches  in  the  years  to  cotiie.  and  ti>  be  absolutely  free  to  all 
amu'vs.  s(.  Ioiil'  as  tlif  faiirie  shmild  last.  It  was  built  with  his 
own  inoncv.  It  was  very  largely  through  the  generosity  of 
Bishoj.  Medley's  friends  in  England,  too.  that  our  beautiful 
Christ-Church  Cathedral  in  Fredericton  was  built. 
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If  then  England  has  done  so  much  far  us  in  the  past,  in 
all  tlu'se  varied  way^.  oii.L'-lit  we  not  in  simple  gratitude  gladly 
U.  take  our  part  in  tiiis  great  Cluuvli  of  England  Thank  Offer- 
mgr  The  venerable  S.  1'.  G.  Missionary  Society  has  urgent 
calls  elsewhere,  and  lias  helped  our  Diocese  almost  too  long 
already.  We  must  ourselvt>s  Uike  up  the  burden,  and  the  object 
of  our  Thank  Offering  is  to  help  us  to  do  ii 

Our  Thank  OlFering— What  it  is. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Difcese,  in  the  charge  which  he  deliv- 
ered U»  the  Svnoil  in  Oetol.er  last,  called  attention  ti.  the  fact 
tliat  ten  niissicns  in  our  nii.'-t  have  at  pp•^ent  no  elergyniau: 
His  Lonlshij)  suggested  that,  as  there  will  almost  always  be 
some  va<  ant  lield>.  it  would  be  well  that  there  should  be  one  or 
two  unattached  clergy  at  the  Bishop's  disposjil.  whom  he  could 
send  h.Me  and  there,  tlirough  the  Dioeese.  to  keep  open  missions 
in  whieh  tor  the  time  h.Miig  there  are  no  regular  ministrations 
ui  tile  Chureh.      The  Synod,  after  full  consideration  of  the 
,iuesti(m.    selei-ted.    as    the    object  of  our  Diocesan  Tliaiik 
OfTerinu'.  the    e(<mii!etioii    of    the    endow  nieiii    of  the  Bisliop 
Medlev  Memorial  Canonrv.  all  fund>  collected  in  the  various 
parislR^  to  be  (levoted  to  this  (.bject.    It  is  felt  that,  in  dealing 
with  the  urgent  needs  of  our  vacant  parishes,  the  interests  of 
th(i  Church  may  be  best  conserved  by  having  a  Missionary  at- 
tached to  the  stall"  .if  the  ("athedral.  available  for  temporary  duty 
in  am  vacant  mission,  and  ready  to  proceed  to  any  plare  where 
his  sen  iees  are  re<piired.    The  Canon  Missionary  might 

also  act.  to  some  extent,  as  organizing  Secretary  of  tlie  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  Medley  Memorial  Canonry  Fund. 

We  have  already  the  niulcus  of  a  Fund  for  our  propose*! 
object.  On  the  13th  of  September.  1893.  the  day  on  which  all 
that  was  mortal  of  Bishop  Medley  was  laid  to  rest  beneath  the 
shadow  of  Ids  Cathedral,  a  iiH'eting  was  held  in  the  Church  Hall 
in  Fredericton.  at  which  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 
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"When  as,  It  is  desirable  to  .-rect  some  iiiemurial  to  perpetuate 
the  iiieinory  of  tlie  lirst  Hi^i.op  of  Frederkton,  ab  well  as  to  evince 
a  sense  of  the  dwp  love  and  veneration  felt  for  him  throughont 

the  diocese ;  therefore 

••Hesuli-ed.  Tliiil  a  coimiiitlee  be  ap()ointed  to  eaiTV  out  this 
objeet,  whose  duly  n  sball  be  U)  decule  upon  tlie  form  of  the 
memorial,  and  to  solicit  subscriptions." 

An  influential  committee  was  accordingly  ippointed.  in- 
cluding' the  then  i.iruti'iianl  (iovcrnor  Sir  Leonard  Tilley;  the 
lai,.  ('hi..f  Justice  Sir  John  C.  Allen;  the  late  i.iieutenaut  Gover- 
u,.r  Fraser.  .Mr.  Justice  Haiiington.  the  late  Archdeacon 
Brigstocke.  and  others  of  the  most  promiiunt  clerjry  and  laity 
of  the  diorfx'.  One  of  ilic  rt-sults  of  iln'ir  laiiors  was  the  erec- 
tiuii  of  llic  brauliful  Crnotaiih.  or  mriuorial  tomb,  in  the  South 
transept  of  the  Caiiudrai.  with  the  recumbent  figure  of  the  late 
Hishop.  carved  in  white  Carrara  sttttuary  nmrble,  resting  upon 
an  altar-tomb  of  cream-mluiv,!  umrblr.*  This  mrniorial  is  a 
work  .  f  art.  and  it  is  an  objeL't  uf  lulerest  to  all  who  visit  the 
I'alliedral. 

The  committee  decided  that  in  addition  to  the  monument  in 
the  Cathedral,  a  "15ish..p  .M.-llcy  Memorial  Cano-ir.-  Fuml" 
should  be  raise.l.  whi.-li  >h.nil,l  have,  as  its  Icadin^r  ,,bjecr,  tlie 
iiiainlcnance  of  services  in  vacant  parishes.  One  'A  the  resulu- 
U'ju.  ado|ii.'d  by  the  Cormnittee  at  its  final  meetinj  in  Ptcem- 
bcr.  IBUC.  ])r..vided,  ^'That  until  the  income  of  the  Fu  i  i  is  fuiri- 
cient  to  i)rovide  the  stipeu  l  for  a  Canon  M,»i.iM-r.  it  mav  be 
,,,,|„-,.,,riaie,|  bv  the  SymMl.  with  ibe  approval  of  the  Bi.bop.  U) 
provule  oe.  a,-ional  services  in  vacant  missions."  The  cap-t.il  of 
the  fund,  witli  accrued  interest,  is  about  S'.'.ns:;.-.':;.  It  is 
now  pn.puscl  trv  to  add  m  thi>  fund  ai  lea>t  s-JO.Ui.o.OO,  by 
mean-  of  our  Thank  OlVerin-  The  qu.'slieii  is  really  not  one 
„f  our  abiliiv.  but  of  our  utllmgness.  There  is  no  doubt  as  fo 
our  abilitv  if  all  the  parislies  join  heartily  in  the  movement  to 
c-omplct/the  endowment.  This  at  least  i-  ibe  ubjeet  for  which 
our  Svmvl  appeals  to  tlie  mendjers  of  the  Church  to.lay.

Our  Memorial  Canonry  has  associated  with  it  the  name  of 
the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  conct  i  niag  whom  his  successor, 
the  late  Bishop  Kingdon,  wrote  as  follows: 

Bishop  Kingdon's  words  in  1893. 

"For  forty-seven  long  years  he  g-.UL  his  whol;  citi.  and 

strength  of  mind  anil  l)(>dy  to  the  t  'hurcli  in  this  diiK   rty- 

sov  Ion;;-  vcars.  lie  was  a  .i,Tand  ])ioneer  P. shop,  full  of  san- 
guine fnlliu.-ia>ni  in  lii;,  work  ;  lull  of  optimist  views  of  the  work; 
a  temperament  most  cheering  to  his  clergy.  His  judgment, 
".cenly  eoneeivetl,  forcibly  acted  on,  n'soliitcly  cnmludcd.  was  a 
-)cwrl  in  liis  crown  of  wnri:ii.  So  aU.)  was  liii  learumg  in  the 
llolv  Scri|)llu•c^.  wiicrcin.  like  another  Timothy,  he  was  in- 
ati-ueted  by  his  motlie'^  from  liis  infancy.  How  rare  a  gem  was 
his  eloquence,  a  gift  of  fii^d,  whereby  noble  and  poetic  thoughts 
were  clothed  in  rare  anii  lici ii'roii-  lanunia^v.  and  delivered  to 
a  charmed  ami  attentive  audience  in  scil  yet  penetrating  niodi.- 
laticjis  of  \oic  e,  which  attracted  and  held  the  hearers. 

"And  then  his  generosity  and  forbearance;  hi-^  L'eneror^ity 
iu  purse  and  heart,  his  fcrliearame  in  mind  and  voi,,.;  Ids 
gene;-o>itv  in  >vord  and  action,  liir-  forlM  arauce  in  wovd  and  deed. 

••.\nd  then  hi^  deteniiination  and  perseverance  in  the  carry- 
ing out  erf  what  he  tliought  ajid  felt  to  be  right,  though  it  were 
to  hi.<  own  liinderance.  Well  miuht  he  ~ay.  as  he  did  when  near 
liis  end.  7  mil  my  limvenly  Father  tn  intnc^is  that  I  acted  for 
the  be^t:  " 

How  our  Thank  Offering  shall  be  Raised. 

'V\\>  :>  onlv  or-r!  i/ay  by  which  it  can  \/j  done,  by  asking 
every  mei,..^r  of  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  to  do  his  part.  This 
is  not  a  movement  for  a  few  rich  men,  hut  one  for  all  the  mem- 
ber* of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  If  we  deprml  upon  the  few, 
we  shall  certainly  fail;  if  we  depend  upi^n  the  many,  we  eliall 
succeed.  Let  us  all  act  together,  and  show  the  world  what  the 
Church  in  New  Brunswick  can  really  do.  It  would  he  little

We  must  not.  of  eours(\  let  our 
oiTerinirs  " 'r  this  special  object  interfere  with  t'he  regular  sup- 
port ef  the  Church.    It  is  to  be  an  extra  etl'ort. 

i'lrst,  let  a  nieetin.L'  of  the  Corporation  be  called  in  every 
Parish,  so  that  the  plan  nuiy  be  tlioroutrhly  diMUssed.  M'hen 
send  oupies  of  this  pami'hlet  all  tlirou.irh  th.>  Parisli.  so  that 
every  inendier  of  the  Churcli  has  an  opportunity  lo  read  it.  W\\en 
that  lias  Ikcu  done,  l.  t  the  Parish  be  divided  into  districts,  and 
collectors  appointed  for  each  one,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  per- 
sonally ask  each  member  of  the  Church  to  subsenbe  to  the  l-\ind. 
It  will  be  wife  in  some  cases  to  let  the  people  liave  the  opportim- 
ity  to  sprea.l  the  pa\-ment  of  their  subscriptions  over  several 
months,  so  that  they  can  give  more.  The  most  iinyvortant  thin.i: 
of  all,  however,  is  to  see  tliat  tlio  cnnvass  is  made  thoron<rh  and 
complete,  so  ;h:it  the  offering  shall  really  represent  the  strength 
of  the  whole  Church.
